Free the Land! 
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Amilcar Cabral, during the Guinea 
Bissau revolution against Portuguese 
colonialism, put forth the analysis that 
every practice produces a theory and 
nobody has yet waged a successful 
revolution without a revolutionary 
theory. Mao Tse Tung stated that prac- 
tice was the criterion for truth. Cabral 
and Mao were military strategist who 
successfully used the science of dialec- 
tics in the strategy of revolutionary 
warfare. 


The principle of dialectics is a 
universal science that revolutionaries 
can use as a tool for planning and im- 
plementing military strategic offensives 
against the fascist state. 


It is from this perspective that this 
work is written. It is not intended to be 
a complete analysis of how 
revolutionaries in Babylon should 
carry out escape and evasion tactics 
when involved in revolutionary actions 
against the facist state. Rather, its pur- 
pose is to set Torth some crucial prin- 
ciples that shouid be taken into con- 
sideration. 


In no way should this work be read 
as ‘how to do it” piece — practice is 
the only criterion for truth. The prin- 
ciples put forth are an aid for 
discussion and analysis by 
revolutionary practitioners in war 
against the facist, monopoly capitalist, 
imperialist. Amerikkka. 


The author fully realizes that the art 
of escape and evasion can only be per- 
fected through practice. But equally 
important from the vantage point of 
military strategy is the studyof Recon- 
naissance-Intelligence and Diversion. 
For revolutionaries the art and goal is 
to combine reconnaissance-intelligence 
diversion into a mathematical 
operation. This becomes a science of 
assessing and exploiting the enemy’s 
strengths and weaknesses in a 
meticulous process that must be con- 
stantly scrutinized for mathematical 
errors (X factors). 

The primary thesis of this work is 
that success of revolutionary actions, 
militarily and politically, is guided and 
constructed by someone’s idea or 
theory of how it should be done. 
Revolution is a science which involves 
conscious military and political actions 
to destablize the state financial, 
political and military strongholds. 

Spontaneity or heroic feats are 
inadequate to destabilize the facist 
state’s machinery. Revolutionaries 
need well planned, well thought out 
military and political organizations of 
people and arms. This building and 
consolidation process involves a con- 
tinuous sharpening of particular 
military and political tools and 
becoming skiliful in their application. 

The art of escape and evasion en- 
compasses the following tools that are 
essential in carrying out military ac- 
tions against the facist state: 1) recon- 
naissance, 2) intelligence, 3) diversion, 
4), change up’s, 5) element of surpise, 
6) split timing, 7) decoys, 8) familiarity 
with geography, road conditions, 
signal lights, major arteries to 
freeways, back roads to freeways, 
readiness of local police departments, 
distance between action target and 
escape routes to mazes, 9) practice 
runs, 10) excellem drivers and 1) 
mathematical logic. 

Reconnaissance is the first phase or 
the ground work that is essential before 
carrying out a military action. Recon- 

naissance must be carried out incognito 
and handie’ very meticulously. 


on the armed front 


Reconnaissance must provide a 
detailed picture of every major aspect 
of the enemy's movements, timing, 
numbers, patterns and period of time 
they are most vulnerable to attack. 
Revolutionaries must be invisible and 
melt into the surroundings. After this 
data has been obtained by two or three 
different sources, it is taken back to 
the drawing board and critiqued and 
analized for the enemy's strengths and 
weaknesses. 

Intelligence is essential to every 
military operation. The more in- 
telligence revolutionaries gather and 
utilize, the greater their chances of ex- 
ploiting the enemy’s weaknesses. In- 
telligence gathering is the science of 
monitoring, retaining, discriminating 
and making spot analyses of human 
and technical data that is pertinent to 
the overall success of the operation. 
The objective is to evade the enemy in 
order to avoid a head on ‘“‘O.K. corral 
battle” and to trap him in positions in 
which he is out-maneuvered. In- 
telligence involves knowing how the 
enemy operates in a particular 
maneuver, who are the actors, what are 
their weapons. Specific information 
must be obtained on each variable 
(who, what, how and how many). 
Another aspect of intelligence is con- 
sidering X factors (the unknown), an- 
ticipating what the enemy will do if he 
is surprised, and what he has in 
position that is not visible to the 
average eye. 

Diversion is the art of deception, the 
neutralizing of the enemy’s strengths, 
confusing the enemy and luring the 
enemy into mazes or traps. Diversions 
take on many different forms depen- 
ding on the nature of the action and the 
surroundings. What is essential is that 
the diversion, human or technological, 
deters the enemy and impedes him 
from engaging in a head-on confron- 
tation or from interferring with the 
flow and implementation of the 
revolutionary action. Creativity is im- 
portant and should be utilized. The 
mathematics of diversion is to seize the 
time and escape without confron- 
tation. The ideal set-up is to emasculate 
the enemy’s strengths by slowing him 


up through setting up obstacies and 
decoys and by employing the element 
of surprise. 

The art of escape and evasion in- 
volves the integration and synthesis of 
reconnaissance, intelligence and diver- 
sion tactics into one unified fuid 
operation. This entails keeping what is 
essential and discarding what is not in 
the planning and execution of an 
operation. The proper mathematical 
balancing of these three variables is 
vital to the success of guerrilla warfare 
tactics. 

Protection of the true identity of the 
guerrilla through change up’s is essen- 
tial to escape and evasion. The extent 
to which disguise is needed is deter- 
mined by the environment of the 
operation and whether the soldier’s 
day to day work is underground or 
above ground. Underground units 
must master the art of physical projec- 
tions (modality of different per- 
sonalities) and makeup. Above ground 
guerrillas (this includes guerrillas who 
have surfaced with new identities) must 
take greater care and creativity in 
disguising themselves or should only be 
involved in actions where they are 
minimally visible to the public. Change 
up’s include changes of clothing, car 
and makeup. All of these change up’s 
should be smooth and not ‘‘tacky’’. 


Taking away the edge of superiority 
of the enemy's technology, firepower, 
communications requires perfecting 
the method of the element of surprise. 
This tactic is purely creative and fluid 
to each operation. It can be best ap- 
plied when substantive intelligence has 
been obtained about the enemy's 
strengths and weaknesses. The prin- 
ciple is to overpower the enemy swiftly 
without detection and to neutralize all 
his initiative. Split timing — within the 
hundredth of a second — is paramount 
to the success of the element of sur- 
prise. Fifteen seconds lost can put an 
operation in a defensive posture and 
enable the enemy to regroup and 
neutralize guerrilla precision. All ac- 
tions that require split timing precison 
should only be carried out by veterans 
or soldiers who are athletically adept.

for ‘some solutions—or things to do for those not yet ready for guerrilla 
activities...” The solution to black peopie’s problems lies in people's war 
for national liberation. There is no way around this fact. But a people’s 
war is a process of development, stage by stage—until a whole peopie 
take part in it, then they almost always win their freedom. At each stage 
of the struggle, there are indeed many things that people can do, that are 
not necessarily guerrilla activities in themselves. But it must be firmly 
kept in mind that the ultimate purpose of all these activities is to con- 


tribute to the general mass movement toward people's war. As the oid 
Afrikan proverb says: ‘Smali creeks, make a river.’ The many non-guer- 
rilla activities of the people act as smail creeks, the resulting river—is 


people’s war.”

A Chronology of Key 


Nov. 2, 1979: The heroic liberation 
of Sister Assata Shakur from Clin- 
ton State Prison in New Jesey just 
three days before the National Black 
Human Rights Coalition led $,000 
people to the United Nations under 
the banner of Self-Determination 
for the New Afrikan Nation. 






Nov. 9, 1979: Bro. Sekou Hill kid- 
napped from his Brooklyn home by 
FBI-NY _police(79th Precin- 
ct) & Jersey police/army on the 
trumped-up charge that he assisted 
in Assata Shakur’s escape. lron-clad 
alibis and growing community 
presure forced the swine to release 
Bro. Sekou. 


April 19, 1980: in a military style 
pre-dawn raid, heavily armed FBI 
agents break down doors and 
illegally enter the apatments of 
Black families on 92 Morningside 
Ave. Supporter of Black Freedom 
Fighter Assata Shakur, Sister Bbun 
Adelona is dragged out into the 
dark corridor with flashlights 
beaming in her fae and machine 
guns ointing at her and her five year 
old daughter. Federal agents forced 
her to raise up her night gown so 
that they can examine her legs for 
marks that would identify her as 
Sister Assata. 


May 14, 1980: At the recommen- 
dation of NY Chief of Police Robert 
McGuire, the Joint Terrorist Task 
Force is formed. The JTTF is set up 
as a 20-member coalition of the New 
York Police Department’s Anti- 
Terrorist Red Squad and special 
agents of the Federa! Bureau of In- 
vestigation (FBI),

June 2, 1981: Expropriation of a 
Brink's armoured car in the Bronx. 
(This has never been claimed.} 


duly 18, 198i:New Afrikan 
Freedom Fighters Day celebrated in 
Harlem in honor of the Black 
Liberation Army and Sis. Assata 
Shakur on her birthdav. 


Sept. 29. 1981: The BLA takes 
credit for the bombing of the 
Eastern Union Rugby co. in 
Schenectedy, ny. This action was a 
tighteous indication of the in- 
destructible blood-ties and anti- 
imperialist solidarity between our 
liberation struggle here and the 
struggle in Azania and Namibia for 
land and independence. 


Oct. 20, 1981: Attempted ex- 
propriation in Nanuet, New York 
and shoot-out with police at a roed- 
block in Nyack, New York. Kathy 
Boudin, Samuel Brown, Judy Clark 
and David Gilbert are captured and 
confined at Rockland County jail.

a AS FREEDOM'FIGHTERS Freedom Fighters 
Sekou Odinga 









Sekou Odinga is a New Afrikan 
Freedom Fighter, a Muslim, a 
citizen of the Republic of New 
Afrika. After an arrest in 1961, 
Sekou spent 2 years at Comstock, 
Great Meadows Prison. While he 
was there, the New Afrikans rioted 
inside the prison to protest racist 
conditions and segregated service 
and sports facilities. The head 

_sargeant’s picture appeared in the 
paper with the k.k.k. Following 
the riot, the prison was integrated. 
It was during his time at Comstock 
that Sekou first read the political 
writings of Malcolm X. After 
being paroled, Sekou joined the 


organization founded by Malcolm, 
the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity. 


In 1965, after the assassination 
of Malcolm X, Sekou founded the 
Grassroots Advisory Council, a 
self-help program to raise the 
educational level of Black people 
and increase community control 
over proverty program funds. Two 
years of this work left Sekou 
frustrated, and he organi 
people’s militia to demand com- 
munity control of poverty funds 
since few grass roots people were 
getting jobs. 

In 1967 Sekou first learned of 
the Black Panther Party. One year 
later, he met Bobby Seale; Chair- 
man of ‘the BPP, and helped 
organize the New York City Pan- 
ther chapter. 1969 began the F.B.I. 
COINTELPRO conspiracy against 
the New York Panthers. In 
January, the N.Y.P.D. framed 
Sekou for several shootings and he 
went underground. he became a 
consistent target for police 
harassment and conspiracy. In 
April came the fabricated Panther 
21 indictment and the city-wide 
sweep of the Panther Party leader- 


ship. Revolutionaries from 
Harlem, the Bronx and Brooklyn 
were jailed. Sekou fled and went 
underground. A short time later, 
an informer tipped the NYPD and 
FBI as to,Sekou’s whereabouts. 
He was able to escape from a 
police raid on a Brooklyn apar- 
tment and was forced further un- 
derground, surfacing in, the sum- 
mer of 1970 in Algier’ with the 
Black Panther Party International 
Section. 

Through the International Sec- 
tion, the Black Panther Party 
achieved the status of a Liberation 
Movement and developed relations 
with Afrikan Liberation 
Movements - MPLA, SWAPO, 
FRELIMO, and others — as well as 
with North Korea, Vietnam, and 
Eastern European Socialist Bloc 
countries. 

In the mid-1970s, Sekou retur- 
ned to the U.S. to organize and 
work with revolutionary forces 
here, and to help build the Black 
Liberation Army. 

On October 23, 1981, Sekou and 
Mtayari Shabaka Sundiata were 
ambushed in a shoot-out with a 
Queens police task force of the 
NYPD and FBI. Mtayari was 
assassinated; Sekou was captured 
and severely tortured. 

Since his arrest, Sekou has 
maintained a stand of a New 
Afrikan Prisoner of War, refusing 
to collaborate in any way with the 
U.S. government ‘“‘investigation’’ 
of and attack on the New Afrikan 
Independence Movement. In 
February, he refused to enter a 
plea at his arraignment or to 
cooperate with the judicial 
proceedings. This is the position he 
continues to hold now in refusing 
to participate in the pretrial 
hearings in Rockland County. 


Kuwasi Balegoen 


“My name is Kuwasi Balagoon, 
a/k/a Donald Gregory Weems 
when captured by the state. When i 
am on the street, i am whoever my 
identification says iam, and when i 
have no identification papers i am 
armed.” . 

After serving in the “wrong” 
army, Kuwasi became a tenant 
organi with the Community 
council on Housing in Harlem. In 
1967, he ‘‘was arrested and placed 
in the Brooklyn House of Deten- 
tion for confronting a colonial 
super who had stopped the boiler 
from being fixed in a particular 
building.” He was charged with 
menacing with a machete. The 
same year Kuwasi was arrested for 
a “‘free for all’”’ in the U.S. House 
of Representatives after the Com- 
munity Council began a demon- 
stration protesting the defeat of 
the rat bill. 

In 1968, Kuwasi joined the 
Black Panther Party in 
Brooklyn, lead to the first meeting 
by Ralph White, a police under- 
cover agent who then proceeded to 
spy on and fabricate information 
on myself and others for over a 
year. He worked in the Panther 
Housing program. In April, he was 
arrested ag part of the fabricated 
Panther 21 indictment. After being 
held in county jail for a while, he 


was sentenced to four years con- 
Aitinnal raleace ta min concurrent 


with a 8 to 10 year sentence in New 
Jersey, for an-armed robbery of a 
saving and loan association and 
assault on some cops. This ‘‘was 


_arranged by th N.Y.D.A. in an at- 


tempt to save face.”’ 

in 1974, he escaped from Tren- 
ton State Prison, was captured 
within a couple of months, (for 


aiding another escape) and then 


escaped again in 1978 from the 
Rahway State Prison. He remained 
free until Jan’ 26, 1982. 

“i am a revolutionary anarchist in- 
volved in a war against the United 
States ruling class and believing in 
self-determination, will fight along 
with Nationalists and Marxists un- 
til i can play an active role in an 
anarchist formation. i became an 
anarchist after reviewing my ex- 
perience while in prison in the early 
*70s and had been at war against 
this government before 
then...without freedom (the ability 
to live in total) there isn’t any big 
deal in living, since to accept 
fascism is to forfeit life.” 

«In all, without taking into ac- 
count ing indictments, i’ve 
had 83 felony charges. All but two 
against police, jailers or money 
changers; of those two, one was a 
colonial super and a colonial sub- 
ject who was acting like a pig, 
mistaken for a pig, and shot like a 
pig. If this isn’t war, it’s the best i 


can do.”

ethnic Jepanese which foBowed a long 
and ugly history of West Coast anti- 
Japanese agitation and legislation and 
observed that antipathy and hostility 
toward ethnic Japanese was a major fac- 
tor of the public life of west coast states 
for more than forty years before Peari 
Harbor. 

The Commission exposed the 
widespread rumors which began with 
statements made by Secretary of the 
Navy, Frank Knox, that the Pearl Har- 
bor attack had been aided by sabotage 
and fifth column activity by ethnic 
Japanese in Hawaii. 

The report revealed:*‘Shortly after 
Peari Harbor the government knew that 
this was-not true, but took no effective 
measures to disabuse public belief that 
disloyalty had contributed to massive 
American losses on Dec. 7th, 1941. thus, 
the country was unfairly led to believe 
that both American citizegs of Japanese 


American security.” 

Lt. General John L. DeWitt, Com- 
manding General of. the Western Defen- 
se command, who made many flagrant 
racist remarks, was one of the most in- 
strumental in influencing Secretary of 


v tn t Chmean tn suncuate the 


Japanese from the West Coast on the 
ground that ethnicity determined loyalty. 
However, those who had the most 
relevant intelligence information, the 
F.B.1., the Naval Intelligence, and the 
Army General Staff did not recommend 
Japanese removal. 


The study commission capsulized the 
Japanese situation:"The history of the 
relocation camps and the assembly om- 
ters that preceded them, was one of suf- 
fering and deprivation visted on people 
against whom no charges were, or could

WAR COMMNIQUE: FALN CENTRAL COMMAND 


The Angel Rodriguez Cristobal Commarido of 
the FALN assumes full responsibility for the coor- 
dinated armed attack against United States 
repressive agencies in New York City on December 
31, 1982. 

This is the response of the Puerto Rican people 
in exile to the fascist repressive actions of the FBI, 
U.S. courts and police against our people in Puerto 
Rico and the U.S. 

As the contradictions between the US and its 
capitalist partners increase as they greedily seek 
new markets, the value of Puerto Rico to the yanki 
imperialists once again becomes evident. Militarily 
it is a base of operations which will be used as a 
springboard to protect its interests in the Carib- 
bean, Latin America and its shipping routes which 
bring petroleum from the Arab countries to the in- 
dustrical eastern coast of the U.S.

why the principle of non-collaboration’ 
is the only strategy to defeat the grand jury. 
Non-collaboration is the strategic stan- 
ce or refusing to talk to, make deals witk 
or testify before the grand jury no mat- 
ter what the personal consequences. 
Political activists who take this stance are 
called Grand Jury resisters. The principle 
of non-collaboration must be vigilantly 
upheld, now more than ever, so that the 
Grand Jury can be politically defeated. 
When the Grand Jury can’t get infor- 
mation, the isms and schisms, and the 
demoralization of the movement that it 
wishes, then it has been defeated. When 
it threatens no one, frightens no one, 
coerces no one, this how the Grand Jury 
is rendered powerless as a counter- 
revolutionary weapon of the u.s. gover- 
nment. Non-collaboration is the only 
strategy that will stop the Grand Jury at- 
tacks on our movement. 
the grand jury does not 
serve ihe peopie! 
Just in case you are under any illusion 
about the Grand Jury, be clear that it is 
not a neutral entity. When we look at in- 
stitutions in this country we must look at 
why they were created and who they ser- 
ve. The Grand Jury, has failed to indict a 
single amerikan soldier/cop despite the 
thousands of New Afrikan (iack), 
Puerto Rican, Mexicano people that 
have been the victime of carotid choke 
holds, pistol-whipping, flashlight bat- 
terings, back-stabbing, Russian roulette, 
etc. at the hands of the police. Chearly, 
the Grand Jury does not serve the in- 
terest of the people and is not at all for 
our protection. It is an instrument of 
repression. It serves the u.s. government 
and imperialist ruling class. 
why the community mast support 
those who resist the grand jury! 


Repression is not new to the Black 
Community and the Black Liberation 
Movement, but what we are witnessing is 
an escalation in the u.s. government’s 
repression of political activists. The 
Black Community must and will not 
cower and desert it’s activist who have 
supported our Freedom Fighters and 
now bravely face the enemy forces, par- 
ticularly the Grand Jury. These Grand 


Jury resisters, many of whom have been 
locked down over a year, set a principled 
example for us all. An example which 
says “to hell with your grand jury, to 
hell with your jails - 1 won’t collaborate, 
I won’t snitch on my people, 1 won’t 
betray our movement - we’re fighting for 
liberation and it’s a fight to the death.” 


Since the Black Liberation Army (BLA) 
heroically liberated Black Freedom 
Fighter Assata Shakur from prison on 
Nov. 2, 1979, the revolutionary 
movement for New Afrikan (Black) 
national liberation has been in. the 
process of rebuilding a consolidated cen- 
ter. To stop this process the u.s. gover- 
nment has recently turned to using the 
Grand Jury as a counter-insurgency 
weapon of political internment and 
preventative detention. The u.s. gover- 
nment believes it can exterminate the 
BLA. To do this has come with a 
double-edge attack. With incidental con- 
cern for the well-being and safety of the 
innocent, civilian New Afrikan (Black) 
population, the government has struck 
with pre-dawn raids, over-kill arrests, 
search and destroy missions and other 
such efforts to terrorize the Black Com- 
munity in its genocidal drive to exter- 
minate the BLA. The other edge is with 
its legalistic, democratic rhetoric. The tip 
of the dagger in this period is the Grand 
Jury, which the u.s. government has 
stabbed into the very heart of our 
peopie’s movement.
